The Ohio River continued its relentless rise today, widen­ 
ing its swath of death and disaster, and sending straggling, 
miserable, hungry and thirsty refugees of yesterday’s haven to 
what they hoped would be safety from the boiling, surging 
waters. 
Behind them, the refugees, more than half a million in 
number, left desolated water soaked cities. 
From Pittsburgh to Memphis, along the Ohio and the 
Mississippi Rivers and their tributaries, scores of pestilence, 
panic and starvation stalked above the yellow debris— flood 
waters inundated acres of lush valley farmlands and coursed ; 
through c ities, towns and villages.

In Cincinnati alone, damage from Hood and fire was esti-j

Six feet of water coursed through the streets of Ironton, 
Ohio, today. A terrific gas explosion wrecked the stores and 


o ffice buildings there. 
At Portsmouth, the Red Cross today began evacuation of 
5.000 of the cities 25,000 homeless to Columbus. Three-fourths 
of the city is under water. The greater portion of zones re­ 
v e a l e d were under water, and residents along the banks of the 
Muskingum river are being evacuated. Kentucky counted its 
homeless in excess of 400,000, its dead at 30. 
At Louisville, under martial law, the Ohio passed the 56 
foot stage today, and was expected to reach a crest of 58 feet. 
Power and water have been cut off. Refugees, many of them 
ill of influenza and pneumonia, huddled together in makeshift 
barracks. The situation was desolate. 
I rom 40 to 50 prisoners were reported missing as evacu­ 
ation of the State Prison at Frankfort was completed. An un­ 
known number was believed killed in rioting. 
Evacuation of Paducah’s 34,000 citizens went forward 
today. The entire city under water, a devastating conflagration 
was feared as thousands of gallons of gasoline floated on the 
flood waters. 
An estimated I 00,000 persons have been driven from 
heir homes in thirty-three Indiana counties. An army of 
10.000 relief workers toiled to complete evacuation of Evans­ 
ville's I 02,000 citizens. One-third of Evansville is under water. 
I he stricken area is under strict martial law, with Governor M. 
( Afford Townsend threatening to confiscate private homes to 
take care of the refugees, many of them suffering from influ­ 
enza, pneumonia, scarlet fever and typhoid fever.
